REPORT VERITE TORPEDOED. 
(BY WIRELESS AND A. P.) 

BERLIN, Jan. 3 (via Sayville.)— 
A dispatch to the Zurich Post from 
Milan reports that the French bat- 
tleship Verite has been torpedoed by 
a German submarine near Malta, 
says an Overseas News Agency an- 
nouncement today. The Verite, 
badly damaged, is lying near the 
port of Malta, the dispatch adds. 

The battleship Verite was built at 
Bordeaux in 1907, and is one of a 
class of four warships, of which the 
Liberte was destroyed by an ex- 
plosion in 1911. The battleships of 
this class displace 14,630 tons, with 
a water-line length of 439 feet, beam 
79.5 feet and draft 27.6 feet. Their 
armament comprises four 12-inch 
and ten 7.6-inch guns in the main 
battery, with two torpedo tubes. 
They have a complement of 742 men 
each. The Verite made 19.2 knots 
on her trial trip.

WHAT TO DO IN MEXICO 


AGAIN LEFT TO WILSON.

ASHINGTON, Jan, 3.-—All the 
threads of the tangled situa- 
tion between the United 

States and Mexico were held by 
President Wilson tonight. The 
American members of the Mexican- 
American joint commission made to 
him late today a personal report of 
their negotiations, which have 
reached a deadlock and whether 
the conferences of the commission 
Shall continue is a question the 
President has added to those already 
under consideration, the determina- 
tion of which shall shape the 
ministration’s future policy towards 
the de facto government, 
Although an authoritative admis- 
sion to that effect was lacking, it 
became known that Secretary Lane, 
Dr. J. R. Mott and Judge George 
Gray, the American commissioners, 
considered useless further attempts 
to effect a settlement of questions 
at issue through the joint commis- 
sion. They submitted to the Presi- 
dent a written report of their fail- 
ure to have ratified by Carranza the 
protocol, providing for withdrawal 
the American troops Mex- 


ico and for a co-operative control 
of the border, and asked him to de- 
cide whether they should continue 
their conferences on other subjects 
as suggested by Carranza. 

The President and the three com- 
missioners discussed the report for 
about an hour. Afterward Secre- 
tary Lane referred inquiries to the 
President. The President said he 
did not want to discuss the question 
in any of its phases. 

At least one more conference with 
the Mexicans will be held. Some 
day this week the Mexican commis- 
sioners will meet the American com- 
missioners and receive their reply 
to Carranza! latest communica- 
tion.

Hitchcock’s resolution to 
have the Senate indorse President 
Wuson's peace nqte, during which 
Senator Lodge attacked the German 
Ambassador, Count von Bernstorff, 
for having made public statement 
approving it, the Senate today again 
deferred action, and will take up the 
question tomorrow. 

Senator Lodge's open mention of 
the German envoy’s name, . which 
the Senator said he knew was con- 
trary to unwritten rules of Senate 
proceedings, was the sensation of a 
speech in which the Senator de- 
clared that, although he accepted in 
full faith President Wilson's state- 
ment that the note was in no way 
suggested by nor associated with 
the peace proposals of the German 
Allies, nevertheless, he believed such 
statements as the German Ambas- 
sador’s had added to the opinion 
that the note was timed and de- 
signed to aid Germany in making 
the peace terms she desired. 

On the ground that the Senate, as 
the only legislative body in the 
world having a voice in internation- 
al relations, should move slowly and 
not take any action which might 
afterwards become of aid to one set 
of belligerents, Senator Lodge led 
the opposition to the resolution in 
which he was supported by other 
Republicans, among them Senator 
Gallinger, the Republican leader, 
and Senator Borah. 

Senator Hitchcock led the fight 
for his resolution, in which he was 
supported y Senator Smith of 
Georgia in contention that an 
indorsement of the President's note 
Was no more than an act in the in- 
terest of humanity. 

SUBRESOLUTION. 4 

When the Senate resumes the de- 
bate tomorrow it also will have be- 
fore it a subresolution by Senator 
Gallinger, which merely would say: 

“That the Senate of the United 
States, in the interests of humanity

Senator Lodge insisted today that 
the Hitchcock resolution called up- 
on the Senate to indorse all of the 
President's note, which, he contend- 
ed, goes far beyond any proposition 
merely to bring the belligerents to- 
gether. It would project Congress, 
he declared, into European politics, 
overturning a policy of years’ stand- 
ing, and, by involving the United 
States in European politics, neces- 
sarily would involve political inter- 
ests of the Eastern Hemisphere with 
the interest of the Western Hemis- 
phere in contravention of the spirit 
of the Monroe doctrine. Because of 
widespread misinterpretation of the 
note, Senator Lodge declared Con- 
gress was venturing into danger if 
it adopted the Hitchcock resolu- 


tion 
“Tt of the note 
is general,” said, then we are in 
danger, abatement or modi- 
fication of the resolution, of stating 
to the whole world that the Senate 
or Congress are ranging themselves 
on the side of one belligerent in an 
attempt to bring about peace.

Cornwallis-West and mother of the 
Princess of Pless and of the Duchess 
of Westminster, is officially cen- 
sured. 
The late Sir Arthur Basil Mark- 
ham, Liberal member of Parliament 
for the Mansfield division of Not- 


tinghamshire, who died last August, 
demanded an inquiry in the House 
of Commons into this matter, and 
was seconded by Irish members, who 
declared that a young Irish officer's 
honor was involved. It has since 
developed that the officer was Lieut. 
Patrick Barrett of the Welsh Fu- 


siliers. 
EXONERATED. 

According to a statement in the 
House of Commons, before recess, 
he was completely exonerated, his 
commanding officer, Lieut.-Col. Del- 
me-Radcliffe, was removed from his 
command, and Gen. Sir John Cowans 
Was censured, but was returned be- 
cause of his good work. Gen. Owen 
Thomas, who also was concerned, 
was vindicated. 

Barrett was a sergeant in the 
Welsh Fusiliers. Col. Delme-Rad- 
cliffe and other officers recommend- 
ed him for a commission later in 
1915 and his claims were supported 
by Col. and Mrs. Cornwallis-West 
and several prominent civilians. 

“Probably before this time and 
certainly later,“ says the report, 
“Mrs. Cornwallis-West began to take 
more than an ordinary interest in 
Mr. Barrett, to which he consistently 
failed to respond. Eventually he 
wrote her in February last a letter 
of remonstrance, which she placed 
in the hands of his commanding of- 


ficers.” 
CENSURED. 
rrett was severely censured by 
his commander without the opportu- 
nity of stating his case. Soon after 
that he was transferred to another 
battalion on the demands of Mes. 
Cornwallis-West. Gen. Cowans, who 
aided the Cornwallis-Wests in secur- 
ing Barrett's transfer, is censured 
for interfering with discipline. Gen. 
W. H. Mackinnon, who also was con- 
cerned in the correspondence, is 
criticised for interfering with the af- 
fairs of the western command after 
he relinquished his command, but is 
not disciplined, because he has since 
‘retired. 
FROM THE REPORT. 
The court of inquiry reports re- 
garding Mrs. Cornwallis-West: 
“We have no doubt that her inju- 
dicioug boasting of the power she 


ij wielded at the War Office—which 
was confirmed to an appreciable ex-" 


tent by the wording of some of Sir 
John Cowans's letters—was calculat- 
ed to bring him and the administra- 
tion at the War Office into disrepute.

Thomas R. Wilson, president of 
Wilson & Co. of California, one of 
the largest beef and pork packers 
in the United States, with headquar- 
ters in this city, yesterday announced 
the creation of a fund for 
all the employees of the*company. 
A substantial initial contribution to 
the fund was simultaneously made 
by the company, with a promise of 


an annual contribution to be voted 
by the board of directors. 

The pension fund begins operation 
immediately, it was announced at 
the offices of the company. P 
will be granted to employees after 
a period of twenty years continuous 
service. Men will de retired at the 
age of 65 years. Women are eligible 
for retirement when $5 years old. 
Length of service of present em- 
ployees will be dated from the time 
of their original employment. 

As a resuit of this last provision, 
several of the employees become 
eligible at once for pensions, as the 
packing company has been in op- 
eration fifty years. It was 
ly a branch of Sulzberger and Sons 
Company. 

The fund will be governed by a 
board of trustees, two named by the 
officials of the company and three 
named by the employees, who join 
the fund.

All employees of Wilson & Co., 
whether in the United States or 
working at its branches in South 
America, will be entitled to share in 
the fund. The provisions are the 
same throughout.

Coffee, the doctor says, is con- 
sumed in tropical countries to make 
up for the enervating effects of a 
hot climate, and for this same rea- 
son strong tobacco is smoked in such 
climates. He points out that in cold 
regions, tea fs used instead of cof- 
fee because tea does not create ex- 
cessive energy in addition to that 
which naturally results from 
air. Coffee, he declares, produces 


In his investigations of cancer of 
the tongue and throat, 100 cases of 
which came under his observation, 
nine-tenths of the patients, he de- 
clared, were heavy smokers, and 
from this he draws a natural infer- 
ence. The doctor believes that 
when smoking becomes contrary to 
fashion, the habit will die. He ob- 
serves that he already detects a

PRIDHAM SAYS 
COMBINE JAILS. 


Under One Direction. 


Sheriff Asks Increase for His 
Prisoners’ Food. 
Betty Benson Dies as Result 
of Foul Conditions. 


The old City Jail exacted 
a terrible penalty of Betty 
Benson, the youthful and 
pretty girl prisoner, who was 
prosecuted on a charge of hav- 
ing had opium in her posses- 
sion. She died in the County 
Hospital yesterday, as a di- 
rect result of having been 
held for three weeks in the 
City Jalil, 

The foul and unsanitary 
conditions under which she 
was forced to exist before and 
after trial, the coldness of the 
quarters and because the only 
ventilation was through open 
windows which released 
draughts of fatal chill, rapid- 
ly broke her down. 

Her resistance was lowered 
by her worry over the dis- 
covery that she was not legal- 
ly married to Joe Peppa, with 
whom she was arrested. 

Two weeks ago she was re- 
leased on probation. But the 
fatal illness had already de- 
veloped and she went to the 
County Hospital where she 
gradually succumbed. She 
was only 24 years old. 


The suggestion of Chairman Prid- 
ham of the Board of Supervisors 
that the City and the County Jails 
should be consolidated into a new 
and adequate building and placed 
under one management, received the 
indorsement. of the clubwomen in 
attendance yesterday in the interest 
of an increased allowance for feed- 
ing the prisoners of the County Jali. 
They received the suggestion with a 
burst of applause. This was the 
bright spot in the discussion which 
represented on one side Sheriff 
Cline demanding a larger allowance 
than 8 cents a day, and a question of 
efficiency raised by Supervisors on 
the other side. 

Incidentally there cropped up a 
suggestion of a possible inquiry into 
the feeding of the so-called table 
boarders. These choice spirits of the 
jail who can afford it, pay $5 a week 
and receive three meals a day. 
Sheriff Cline, however, has nothing 
to do with this arrangement. Club- 
women, it is understood, are dis- 
cussing the question why there 
should be any difference in the qual- 
ity of food served prisoners at the 
County Jail; in other words, why the 
prisoners should not all be treated 
alike. 

The Sheriff frankly told the Fu- 
pervisors he is losing money at the 
cent rate and should be allowed 
not less than 13 cents for the two 
meals served. He produced his bills 
showing how prices had increased. 
As a means of getting at the bottom 
of the perennial dispute between 
the Sheriff's department and the 
Supervisors, Mr. Norton moved the 
board name the purchasing agent, 
the Sheriff to appoint a man of his 
choosing and the two select a third 
person, who shall comprise a com- 
mittee to buy the supplies for a 
month and report the result. Sheriff 
Cline asked time te consider the 
proposition, which was granted.

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ROWELI/S DIVINE ms. 
SION TO REPORGANIZE THE . 
REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

At last the Republican party has a po 
litical Messiah, a divine healer—self-anoint- 
ed. It is one, Chester Rowell, late of Fres- 
no, but now a stockholder and director in 
the Progressive Republican League, Limit- 
ed, incorporated under the laws of Illinols 
and maintaining offices tn Chicago. Our 
new political prophet qualifies for the part 
in one essential particular; since the ides 
of November he, is totally without honor 
in his own State. 

Rowell went East a month ago to ex- 
plain how it happened that he made sich 
a fiasco of the national campaign in Call- 
fornia. The Democratic press saw the joke 
and proceeded to swell him up with the 
idea that he was a great leader. He has 
returned to California with a mission; he 
is the divinely-appointed one to reorganize 
the national Republican party. He and five 
of his associates have legally incorporated 
this idea in order that there may be no 
infringement of the title. The whole tnci- 
dent might be dismissed as a huge joke 
but for the fact that Rowell’s utterances 
attract a certain amount of attention in the 
Past by reason of his position as chairman 
of the Republican State Central Commit- 
tee. And it is a fact that he has actually 
organized a legal corporation to take charge 
of Republican affairs! Great Jehosaphat— 
yes, he has! His claim for public recogni- 
tion comes not as a party builder, however, 
but as a party wrecker’ he has wrecked 


about everything he has touched political, | 


from the political aspirations of the late 
Senator Bard and his own campaign for 
United States Senator to the national Re 
publican campaign in California. 

Party wreckers bear the same relation 
to polities as bank wreckers to finance. 
They are often feared, but never trusted. 
During recent years they have been a curse 
to the business and commercial interests 
of California. Securing control of the ma- 
chinery of the State government they sad- 
dled. upon us a big standing army of pay- 


| roll patriots and the heaviest per capita 


cost of goyernment in the history of mod- 
ern States. Through their mercenary 
trades they have placed California in the 


incongruous position of supporting a free- 


trade platform. while the very life of many 
of our important industries depends upon 
® protective tariff. With more than a thou- 
sand miles of unprotected seacoast they 
have set us in the light of opposing a 
preparedness movement which the great 
commercial States of the East supported 
with handsome majorities. 

Rowell regards himself as a political 
leader. He forgets that division command- 
ers who are beaten by forces of less than 
half their strength are much more likely 
to be cashiered than promoted. Rowell 
comes back with a plan by which he and 
five political associa propose to “reor 
ganize” the national Republican party. In 
a manifesto published in the California Out- 
look, the official organ of the State ma- 
chine in California, Rowell recites that: 
“We have already incorporated a Progres- 
sive Republican League under the laws of 
Iilinois with the six signers of the original 
Chicago statement as incorporators. We 
will have general offices in Chicago and 
branches in various States.” 

The personnel of this regularly-incorpo- 
rated board of political underwriters—“ un- 
dertakers” would possibly be more appro- 
priate—is interesting. The directors are 
Raymond Robbins, Gifford Pinchot, Harold 
Ickes, William Allen White, James R. Gar 
field and Chester Rowell. The reason for 
incorporation under the laws of Illinois is 
apparent; they would be barred by our 
blue-sky laws from marketing any of their 
stock if incorporated here. These men pro- 
pose to make a business of politics. They 
fee] that the time is ripe to launch a po- 
litical corporation. Rowell has done very 
well financially in politics in California re- 
cently and he has persuaded ,his fellow- 
Progressive party wreckers to join him in 
an attempt to carry this exploitation of 
party wrecking into other States. 

The manifesto recites that “We propose 
to go into the States, each in accordance 
with its own local circumstances.” In oth- 
er words, this political corporation expects 
to establish branch offices in every State 
and its product, manufactured public sen- 
timent, will be for sale, like the products 
of any other business corporation. 

Despite the alluring promises made in its 
corporation prospectus, the organization of 
this Progressive Republican League has 
created about as much enthusiasm in po 
litical circles as a wet blanket. In the 
Fast it has been regarded as a kind of 
adjunct to the Association of Press Humor- 
ists. Progressives themselves absolutely 
refuse to take Rowell and his board of 
directors seriously. Some attention was 
paid to Rowell at the time he was named 
chairman of the Republican State Central 


| Committee; but all thought of swallowing 


him whole was abandoned when he made 
such a mess of the national campaign in 
California. Rowell attempts to excuse him- 
self by alleging that the campaign was lost 
before he was made chairman. His theory, 
however, is shattered by the single fact 
that odds of five to one were offered after 
Hughes's visit in August that Hughes would 
carry California. The odds fell to three to 
one two days after Rowell was named 
chairman of the State Central Committee 
and continued to fall as it became more and 
more apparent that Hughes was being sac- 
rificed in the interests of Johnson's can- 
didacy for the United States Senate. 

Rowell's recent antics remind one of the 
fable of the ass and the idol, Fontaine 
relates that an ass bearing an image in 
a religious procession became puffed with 
pride when it observed devotees prostrat- 
ing themselves as it passed and began to 
prance and bray. An attendant prodded it 
with a goad and exclaimed, “Ass, it is not 
to you they are bowing, but to that which 
you carry.” Rowell has been taking to 
himself the fealty of tens of thousands to 
the Republican party which he has repre- 
sented so disastrously. 

Meanwhile the great body of the Repub- 
Ucans of the nation are not clamoring for 
any reorganization just now. The party 
as a whole fought a splendid fight in 1916. 
It more than held its own in the national 
Senate; it turned a minority of more than 
100 votes into what may prove to be a ma- 
jority in the national House of Representa 
tives: but for the treachery of its Progres- 
sive allies in California it would have elect- 
ed a President. A party showing such a 
healthy recovery in four years from the 


‘osing campaign of 1912 is not in any cry- 


ing need of national reorganization. If re- 
organization were necessary it would not be

It is amusing to note that while Pinchot, 
Rowell et al. are offering their services 
as reorganizers, for a consideration, to the 
Republican party, a similar offer is being 
made by Matthew Hale and other former 
Progressives to the Democratic party. 
These two minorities of a minority have 
called for public conferences to form or- 
ganizations along national lines; but it has 
not been recorded to date that there have 
been any abdications either of Democratic 
or Republican leaders in their favor. The 
whole procedure may be epitomized as an 
attempt to market the bankrupt stock of 
the Progressive party. 


Al, REPARATION AS A BASIS 
OF 

If David Lloyd George persists in his re- 
fusal to consider Germany's proposals 
of peace and insists upon sacrificing 
more millions of lives and loading upon 
posterity more billions of indebtedness in 
what may be at last a fruitless effort to 
“crush” Germany he will encrimson his rec- 
ord with a stain so deep that “all great 
Neptune's oceans” cannot wash it clean. 

Whatever may have been the offense of 
Germany originally—if offense there were 
her present attitude acquits her before the 
bar of the God of Nations for whatever of 
evil may result from the further prosecu- 
tion of the war which is depriving Europe 
of its young manhood and sending its cities 
in flames to the skies. 

Germany now offers ample reparation for 
the past and abundant assurances for the 
future. She offers all that honorable men 
can grant and all that honorable men ought 
to ask. She proposes to completely restore 
Belgium as a sovereign state on the one 
condition that neither its frontier nor the 
city of Antwerp shall be fortified. The 
condition is reasonable, for a fortified fron- 
tier in any country is a menace to peace 
and a provocation to hostilities. Restora- 
tion of Belgium will be accompanied by 
money reparation for all the damages that 
the nation or the citizens of Belgium have 
suffered from German invasion and occu- 
pation of their country. Germany asks also 
that the Allies shall in turn grant rep- 
aration for Greece for their action to- 
ward her, and that Russia shall grant rep- 
aration to Germany and Austria for dam- 
ages occasioned by the invasion of East 
Prussia and Galicia. Is there anything un- 


fair s proposition? Would it be fair 
to exact e@verything from Germany and to 
con ing to her? 

Germany | proposes restoration of Serbia 


and Monteneare as an independent sover- 
eign state unter a ruling family, stipulating 
only that it shall not be the Karageorge- 
vitch dynasty whose actions were the orig- 
mal cause of the war. 

Germany proposes that Rumania shall be 
restored, provided Rumania cedes to Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria a narrow strip along her 
western boundary 80 as to connect the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Empire and Bulgaria. This 
would solidify the territory dominated by 
the Teutonic empires and remove an ob 
stacle in the path of German progress to- 
ward the Persian Gulf. It does not appear 
that to grant this demand of Germany 
would inflict the slightest injury upon the 
territorial dominion or the commerciel in- 
terests of any of the Allied Powers. 

As compensation to Greece for refusal to 
join the Allies and to Serbia for the cession 
of northeastern territory to Hungary and 
Bulgaria, Germany proposes that Albania 
be partitioned between Greece and the com- 
bined state of Serbia and Montenegro. This 
would be an advantage to the people of the 
territory affected, and of no perceptible dis- 
advantage to Great Britain, France, Russia 
or Italy. 

Germany further proposes the erection 
of independent kingdoms in Poland and 


Lithuanta. To grant the the govern- 


likely to be trusted to defeated candidates | 


| ment of thelr own country would surely be 


of no disadvantage to any of the Allies 
and would be an act of justice to Poland. 

Germany offers to evacuate Northern 
France without payment of indemnity by 
her and to have restored to her her colo- 
nies in Africa, Kiao-Chau and the Pacific 
islands without receiving indemnity from 
the Allies. 

If peace upon these terms or such 
changes in these terms as may be agreed 
upon in a peace conference where all par- 
ties in interest shall be represented shall 
be granted, Germany will agree upon world 
peace guarantees that shall include disarm- 
ament of the nations, freedom of the seas 
and a league of all nations to enforce 
peace? 

If Chancellor David Lloyd George, Who 
rules Great Britain, even as Great Britain 
dominates or at least potentially influences 
the other members of the Entente, shall 
now refuse to enter into a peace confer- 
ence with Germany or even to state as ex 
plicitly as Germany has stated the terms 
upon which the Allies will enter any con- 
ference, he will alienate the sympathies of 
the people of the neutral nations in-Europe 
and America, and if by such action this 
horrible war shall continue another year 
the curse of the coming ages ought to rest 
upon his head. 


REECHLESS PATRIOTISM,

Any such consumma- 
tion is absolutely impossible for the 
First Chief ‘because he never pos- 
sessed influence enough to ensure 
the loyalty of a strong army and, as 
a consequence of his numerous fail- 
ures, he has forfeited, among, the 
rank and file, what small measute of 
loyalty they accorded him in the be- 


Mexicans who were opposed to the 
church or were seeking personal ag 
grandizement.. It may be sald at once 
that all wealthy Mexicans are cor 
dially in favor of seeing liberated 
from their semi-bondage the peons 
who are resident in states distant 
from their oon; but 80 far as his par- 
ticular state is concerned, the rich 
Mexican does not desire to have the 
condition of the peon changed. In 
effect, therefore, the Carranzistas 
represent an element as reactionary 
as is the opposing wing of Mexico's 
moneyed classes. The truth is that 
all of the various parties who are 
engaged in encouraging civil strife 
in Mexico have as ultimate objec 
tives either their personal advan- 
tage or revenge upon some presonal 
enemy. 

The only Mexicans who cling to 
the purpose for which this country 
indorsed Carranza—the establish- 
ment of a stable and genuinely 
jemocratic government, with aboll- 
tion of the virtual slavery prevailing 
in some sections—are those whose 
names are never or seldom seen in 
print, pure patriots, public-minded 
men. Most of them are either in 
hiding in Mexico or are living the 
life of exiles in some foreign land. It 
would be hard to determine whether 
Carranza himself measures up to 
such a standard at present, however 
excellent may have been his earlier 
intentions. 

At present he amounts to little 
more than a supernumerary in the 
atruggle which the conflicting inter- 
ests are waging, with Villa proving 
the spoil sport of every fresh plan 
laid in the capital. Carranza may 
be deluding himself with the fancy 
that he controls the mad dull of 
the bloody Mexican arena; but, 
where Villa essays the role of ban- 
derillero with varying success, Car- 
ranza can rank neither as manager, 
matador nor picador. At most, he 
is now little more than a fly on the 
bull's born. 

The fundamental contest in the 
public remains unchanged. Mexico's 
unrest is due entirely to the selfish 
aims of the leaders of the various 
factions. Until a strong man, who 
is also a genuine patriot, arises and 
can secure the requisite military and 
financial resources, or unless the 
United States intervene to compel 
resumption of peaceful activities, the 
conflict must go on. 

The liberation of the peons will fol- 
low as the natural sequence, for they 
have already learned the power in- 
herent in the mass of the people. 
After peace shall have been estab- 
lished throughout the land, no 
hacendado or local politician can 
with impunity plunge them anew 
into their industrial slavery, while 
the breaking up of the great land- 
holdings, which must eventually fol- 
low the re-establishment of order, 
will annihilate most of the big pur 
que estates in the Central Mexican 
plateau and the peon will be unable 
to dull his misery in the besotted 
coma that attends the habitual indul- 
gence encouraged by his masters. 

On a previous occasion I pointed 
out the fact that the common people 
of Mexico are its hope and must be 
its ultimate salvation. They are in- 
telligent, skillful in m and, 
in spite of foreign impressions to the 
contrary, industrious. For years 
their wretchedness has been 80 pro- 
found that only vague hopes of relief 
exist in their minds, and they are 
everywhere ready to adhere to any 
man who stands sufficiently above 
the ruck of the dejected humanity 
around him to be noticeable and 
possesses sufficient assurance to 
promise them a semblance of ma- 
terial well being. Villa is the tem- 


porary embodiment of their ideal. 


but Villa is no more permanent as a 
leader of the proletariat than was 
any other whose fame in the past 
proved so evanescent. None of these 
men, with the single exception of the 
great Diaz, has ever succeeded in 
winning beyond the merely destruc- 
tive stage in Mexican politics. The 
truly constructive leader is yet to 


appear.

IMPROVEMENTS 
COST MILLIONS. 


Public Works Report Deals 
in Large Figures. 


City Now has Five Hundred 
Miles of Paving. 


Nineteen-sixteen Big Year in 
Street Department. 


Close to $2,000,000, was ex- 
pended on street improvements and 
sewers during 1916, Councilman 
Topham, chairman of the Public 
Works Committee, reported to the 
Council yesterday. The cost of 
street work was $1,502,316.18 and 
of sewerg $400,106.68, a total of 
$1,902,422.86. Nearly thirty-nine 
miles of streets were improved dur- 
ing the year, of which 29.11 
were paved, making the total mile- 
age of paved streets in Greater Los 
Angeles 445.75. The total length of 
sewers in Los Angeles, including 
57.11 miles constructed last year, is 
820 miles. 

Most of the paving laid down last 
year was asphalt, the amount be- 
ing 4,229,846 square feet out of a 
total of 6,691,976 square feet. Other 
kinds of paving laid were: Concrete, 
247,923 square feet; bitulithic, 942. 
044 square feet; warrenite, 79,996 
square feet; macadam, 180,880 
square feet and vitrified brick pav- 
ing, 11,287 Square feet, a total of 
In addition 1,630,434 
or 9.69 miles, were 


square feet, 
graded and oiled, making a grand 
total of 38.80 miles. 

In addition the following im- 
provements were installed: Cement 
curbs, 48.32 miles; cement sidewalk, 
52.123 miles; concrete gutter, 33.0¢ 
miles; granite block gutter, 6.19 
miles; vitrified brick gutter, 1.38 
miles; storm drains and appurte- 
nances 6.65 miles. The cost of the 
storm drains was $73,816.77 and of 
culverts $12.395.69.

POMONA, Jan. 3.—Citrus experts 
in this district, who have taken the 
trouble to make a careful study of 
the situation, are of the opinion 
that the grower who does not keep 
his trees pruned loses from $25 to 
$50 per acre each year on account 


of negligence 

is filled with dead 
limbe@ and branches is a sick tree, 
they claim. It does not produce 
much fruit on the inside of the tree 


Fruit that swings back and 
forth on good wood and comes in 
contact with dead branches is 
scarred or bruised so that if it does 
not go into the cull heap it will 
decay on the way to market. 

By pruning their trees every year 
the growers are able to accomplish 
the work at an annual cost of not 
more than 6 or 6 cents per tree or 
about $5 per acre. The other side 
of the story is that if a tree is 
pruned it will grow new wood the 
first year and the new wood will 
produce from one-fourth to one- 
half a box of fruit per tree, worth 
from 20 to 40 cents. If it costs 15 
cents per tree to prune an ore 
that hasn't been pruned for a num- 


after pruning, he breaks even finan- 
clally and has the advantage of own- 
ing a grove which is in excellent 
health. 

The contention is that year after 
year a grove can be ke pruned 
for & cents per tree, and that the 
increase in fruit production as a 
result of pruning will be from 25 
to 50 cents per tree, depending up- 
on the size of the tree. These facts

Southland is to Get Mexican To- 
matoes and Fruit to Bridge Over 
Our Between-crops Srason— Mu-

Already in Sight. 


For the first time in several years, 
Southern California is to have an 
almost un¥mited supply of Mexican 
tomatoes, bananas, pineapples and 
similar products to bridge over the 
season when these products are dif- 
ficult to find elsewhere. This was 
made certain yesterday when E. K 
Casab, importer, arrived in Los Ar- 
geles with the first shipload of 
these products that has come from 
the southern republic for several 


years. 

1 have chartered eight vessels. 
‘which will be placed on regular 
achedule, beginning this month, and 
I believe we will handle upwards of 
500,000 boxes of tomatoes alone,” he 
declared. “All of these will de 
handled through Rivers Bros., of 
the Los Angeles produce market. 
Their value is estimated in the neign- 
borhood of $1,000,000 and many 
carloads will be shipped East. The 
first of the tomatoes are expected 
at Los Angeles Harbor about the 
20th of this month. 

“Conditions in Lower California 
are very quiet. There is no indica- 
tion, of internal trouble on the 
peninsula,” Mr. Casab continued.

GROCERS SEEK 
TO ARBITRATE. 


Merchants and Credit Men to 
Ask Suit Reliefs 


Business Department may be 
Added to Courts. 


. 
Would File Bad Accounts in 
Form of Complaints. 


A department of arbitration and a 
merchant's court as parts of the jus- 
tice court, whose functions shall be 
co-operative for the relief of the 


by the Southern California Retail 
Grocers’ Association in conjunction 
with the Credit Men's Association 
and other bodies. 

Secretary Neal P. Olsen of the gro- 
cers is working with T. W. Robinson, 
law librarian, in planning such a 
measure, and a bill will be prepared 
for presentation in the next Legisla-. 
ture asking for the relief desired. 

The municipal court of Chicago_ts 
being taken as a model by Mr. Olsen, 
who is thereby following a precedent 
set by the State Bar Association, 
which, through Chairman R. S. Gray 
of San Francisco, has already been 
in correspondence with Chief Justice 
Harry Olson of Chicago. 

The Credit Men's Association re- 
cently listened to an address upon the 
subject by Librarian Robinson, ‘who 
has studied the proposition thor- 
oughly, and the members indorsed 
his suggestions. A general plan will 
be formulated and the retailers and 
the credit men will get together, 
upon request of Mr. Olsen, to ar- 
range immediate action, as the time 
is short for the preparation of bills 
for presentation at the coming ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

MERCHANTS’ COURT. 


The bill will probably be presented 
through one of the southern Assem- 
blymen and the co-operation of the 
northern delegation will be sought. 
As the plan for an increase in the 
limit of amounts which may be sued 
for in justice court is being consid- 
ered by the State Bar Association for 
action by the Legislature, the pur- 
pose of the grocers will fit in well 
with the general scheme of things. 

Chairman Gray is arranging for a 
bill which probably will include the 
arbitration court feature. it is un- 
derstood, in addition to raising the 
limit to $500 or $1000. The grocers, 
through Mr. Olsen, will go a little 
farther and seek to have a depart- 
ment of the Justice Court handle 
nothing but merchants’ cases. 

When the Justice Court was 
formed, explains Mr. Olsen, it was 
legal to file accounts from the daily 
business of the merchants which 
would be accepted as complaints. 
But amendments and restrictions 
adopted from time to time by the 

ure has robbed the mer- 
chants of privilege and now 
expensive litigation and much red 
tape must be gone through with, 
which often robs the public of quick 
and efficient relief. 

The grocers desire that a court be 
provided for their cases t that they | 
can file their complaints in the form 
of extracts from their daily business 
records, which shall be preliminary 
to the summonsing of the defend- 
ants to an arbitration conference. If 
a settlement is not reached, with the 
court ecting as referee. then the 
cases Will be tried on their merits 
and a decision rendered. 

The large increase in litigation and 
the inability of merchants to get 
quick relief because of the length of 
procedure and t crowded condi- 
— of the court lendars has in- 
duced the merchants to seek legis- 
lation to assist them and the courts. 

BENEFICIAL RESULTS. 

“Tt is a well-known fact.“ said 
Mr. Olsen, “that collectors hound 
people to death without getting real 
resuits, except in persecuting unfor- 
tunates. We want an institution 
where creditors can meet debtors on 
common ground and talk things 
over. Grocers, especially, are very 
lenient with their patrons and some- 
times the latter are only temporarily 
embarrassed and can make arrange- 
ments for future payment, which 
would prevent suit. I believe such 
a measure would be beneficial for 
everyone concerned.
